CHEAP DEMAGOGUE AND BITTER COPPERHEAD.

Looansronr, Ind., Sept. 2.—This morning I 
stepped into a barber-shop here, and was waiting 
my turn to undergo torture by the the tonsorial 
artist, when, in the tone of one who felt it 
incumbent upon him to say something appro- 
priate to the occasion, and who felt also that he 
was imparting interesting intelligence, the man 
being lathered observed: 

L allus shave myself to home. First thing 
when I git-up in the morning, without waitin’ 
to dress, I set right down in my shirt-tail and 
go at it.

And he crossed his legs on the high stool, and 


most complaisant air, while some men at the 
door gazed at him with wondering admiration, 
nudged each other, and then laughed immod- 
erately,—evidently at the smartness there was 
in the old man’s stealing a march on bis hired 
men of a morning by watching them from the 
window while hc shaved iu his shirt-tail. 

About that time I began to wonder what ef- 
fect that speech would have upon the grinners, 
for whose delectation obviously it had been 
| made, and who sheepishly waited about the 
door the while, staring at him with gaping won- 
derment. When, with an extra flourish, the 
barber stripped the towel from the neck of his 
customer, and the latter rose to put on his col- 
lar and coat, I also stared at him. He was re- 
markably long, remarkably lank, remarkably 
angular, with an awkward, shambling manner; 
sharp-faced, with high cheek-bones, long, 
straight, sharp nose, and high, narrow forehead, 
over which was smoothly brushed his thin, wiry, 
dark hair, faintly streaked with gray. Out of 
his deep-set, keen eyes shone watchfulness and 
cunning; and tlie habitual expression of his 
face, which was of sole-leather hue, was a cu- 
tious blending of shrewdness and simplicity,— 
it might be of natural shrewdness, and of sim- 
plicity so long assumed that it bas grown to 
seem almost as natural.

TILDEN’S INCOME-TAX. 
A TRANSCRIPT FROM THE ASSESSOR'S BOOKS. 
New York Tribune, Sept. 3. 

The figures in the table given below, showing 
the amount of income-tax paid by Gov. Tilden 
from 1862 to 1872, inclusive, are taken from the 
books of the United States Internal Revenue 
Assessor, and are now under investigation by 
Commissioner Raum. The figures in the first 
column give the year in which the income was 
earned, amount not being returned until the 
following year. In the year 1863 two assess- 


ments were paid, the first the 
annual tax of 5 cent on §7, and 
2 per cent on §$7, and the other 

the special war tax of cent on the 


amount of $14,992. In 1 Mr. Tilden made 
no return, and his income was estimated by the. 
Assessor. On the amount thus assessed Mr. 
Tilden paid the tax. In 1865, as in the previous 
year, no income was re and the tax, with 
a penalty of 25 per was collected on the 
Assessor's estimate of income. In the follow- 
ing year the penalty was increased to 50 per 
cent, no return ng made. The only year, 
from 1864 to 1873, in which Mr. Tilden made |

A special meeting of the Coal Exchange was 


held yesterday afternoon to consider the future 


prospects of the coal trade in view of the recént 
drop in prices in the East in consequence of the 
great coal sales. Vice-President Dyer occupied 


"the chair, 


The Secretary reported the coal receipts by 
lake for the week ending Sept. 2 as 6,404 tons 
of anthracite and 4,401 tons of bituminous, 
making the total to date 174,744 tons of the 
former and 174,418 of the latter. The decrease 
in the receipts of the former, compared with 
the receipts up to Sept. 4 last year, was 104,922 
tons, and the increase of the latter, 58,218 tons. 


Compared with the receipts up to Sept. 4, 1874, 


the decrease in anthracite amounted to 80,984 
tons and the increase in bituminous to 19,344. 
At this stage in the proceedings there was a 
sudden halt. Members asked why the meeting 
was called, and were informed that it was for 


the purpose of considering important mat- 
ters in regard to the Chicago coal trade. 
The Committee on Prices appeared to have 
something to report, and yet they seemed un- 
willing or unprepared to say anything. Finally 
Mr. Goit moved to print acertain number of 
the Secretary’s report of reccipts and to distrib- 
ute them among the Committee of Four, who 
didn’t seem to understand this matter very 
well. [Lauchter.] The motion, however, was 


voted down. 
PRICES. 

The Chair, after repeatedly asking if any 
committee had_anything to report, obtained a 
reply from Robert Law, Chairman of the Com- 
mittee of Four, or the Committee on Prices. 
Mr. Law said the Committee had had several 
meetings on the subject of reduction, and 
that he and others were in favor of re- 
ducing the prices of coal. Some difficulty 
had arisen, however, in regard to just what the 
reduction should be in order to suit miner 
shippers, and railroads. He therefore asked til 
Saturday at 3 o’clock, at which time he thought

In the Editor ef The Tribune. 
Jouret, II., Sept. 4-—Yesterday’s Trinunz 


contains a very interesting letter concerning 


“ Hay-Fever.” I agree with the gentleman 
when he says, Medicine will not cure the dis- 
gusting disease; but know that there is one 
other place of refuge in these United States be- 
side the Lake Superior region. It is Santa 
Craz, Santa Cruz County; Cal. “I know 
whereof I speak,” as, in August, 1872, I became 
an active member of the Hay-Fever brigade; 
was here in Ulinois on duty three 
seasons; but in January, 1875, removed 
to Sante Cruz, and had not the least 
touch of this temper-ruining disease during the 
16 months I remained there. But I came home 
to Illinois for a visit this summer, and, prompt- 
lyas August was ushered in, my old enemy 
made its appearance. 

This Santa Cruz, often called the Newport of 
California, is pleasantly situated on the Bay of 
Monterey; has a population of about 4,000; is 
connected, both by steamer and rail, with 
San Francisco; is a popular resort for in- 
valids and. pleasure-seekers. Its beach 
is one of the finest on the coast. 


Ite climate is delightful; never a frost except in 
very low places, and never so warm in summer 
but it is perfectly comfortable in the shade, and 


as heavy flannel under-garments are required in 


summer as in winter. There are many places of 
interest near Santa Cruz. The principal ones 
are Pebbly Beach,” about 9 miles up the coast; 

a grove called the Big Trees, with one 
tree 16 feet in diameter, at a distance of 8 
miles; and Isabel Grove,“ composed 
of grand old live-oaks, Pac miles from 
town,—a popular resort .for picnics. There are 
many-pleasant drives in and about the town, 
particularly the one up the “Felton Grade,” 
which passes bs “wy both picturesque and 
grand scenery.

The foreign dispatches this morning tell 
of a growing apprehension throughout 
Europe that the refusal of Turkey to agree 
to an armistive will precipitate the event so 
long dreaded—the active participation of 
Russia on the side of Servia and the 
outbreak of war between Russia and 
Turkey. In many quarters this result is 
deemed unavoidable, and it is said that 
the Italian Minister of War, foreseeing fresh 
complications in the East, intends to recall 
all officers and men now on furlough. All 
uncertainty concerning the issue of the bat- 
tle of Alexinatz is set at rest by the an- 
nouncement that the Turks have occupied 
that fortress. 

It is gratifying to know that the Bridge- 
port Stench Committee has made a report, 
and that the General Committee on Sanitary 
Affairs has passed resolutions declaring that 
there is a stench which ought to be followed 


up and abolished. To be sure, a strong sus- 


picion to this effect has been familiar to the 
nose of Chicago for two or three years, but 
it is important that the matter should be 
definitely settled by the report of a commit- 
tee. An Executive Committee of Fifteen 
has been appointed to take charge of the 
whole matter, and at the present rapid rate 
of progress it may be confidently expected 
that in the course of afgw years at furthest 
the exact location of the origin of the stench 
will be ascertained, and practical steps taken 
to abate the terrible nuisance. — 


The Democracy of Massachusetts, in Con- 
vention assembled, have had the temerity 
to nominate that self-exalted statesman and 
singularly-independent politician, the Hon. 
Cuartes Francis Apams, as candidate for 
Governor of the Old Bay State. It has for 
some time been well understood that this 
course was advised by Mr. Sanum J. TDxx, 
whose sagacity in the matter of Gubernatorial 
nominations has recently been demonstrated. 
It has heretofore been a thing almost 
impossible for any party to reach 
any altitude of personal and political 
confidence that would warfant it in ventur- 
ing to thus approach the man who holds 
himself. so high above party as this repre- 
sentative of the great Presidential family. 
Mr. Apams’ private life, as universally ad- 
mitted, has been a blameless one, and his 
ability is unquestioned; yet his independent 
course in politics has been the means of rais- 
ing up against bim enemies in all existing 
parties. Not even the fact that for the time be- 
ing Mr. Adams is enrolled as a Democrat will 
overcome the bitter prejudice entertained by 
the Irish-Americans of Massachusetts on ac- 
count of his extreme hostility to the Fenian 
cause while United States Minister 
to England, nor gain for him the 
support of this important element 
in the voting strength of the State. An- 
other serious disadvantage under which Mr. 
Apams labors is the fact that his opponent, 
nominated by the Republicans at Worcester 
on Tuesday, is one of the most popular men 
of his party, and one whose upright, straight- 
forward course in politics has endeared him 
to the people of the old Commonwealth. As 
Mayor of Boston, as State legislator, and 
finally as Representative in Congress, the 
Hen. Auexanpzr H. Rice has always been a 
power for good and an example to his genera- 
tion.

It is true that the Democrats cannot 
directly get control of the Senate, even con- 
ceding to them every Southern State along 
with New York, New Jersey, Indiana, and 
California, which would elect Tun. They 
would only gain five, or at most six, Sen- 
ators over their present roster by reason of 
the termination of service next year of the 
Republican Senators from those States, which 
they will probably carry if they elect TAX. 
They will gain one in Mississippi, Lamar al-

ITI “BAYONET RULE”. 

There is a loud lament from the Southern 
and a fierce protest from the Northern Con- 
federates against what is styled Secretary 
Camernon’s ** bayonet order,” directing that 
the military in the Southern States be placed 
at the most convenient points, subject to the 
orders of the proper officers, to suppress vio- 
lence and disorder and to protect all persons 
seeking to vote. These people affect to be 
alarmed, and cry out that the Government 
by “bayonet rule” intends to coerce and 
“intimidate” the gentle, meek, sensitive 
shot-gun and revolver Ku-Klux, and prevent 
them voting! These Confederates, who have 
no law for the colored people but the pistol, 
the knife, and the bloodhound, are indignant 
because the Government of the United States 
places a company of mounted cavalry in each 
district where violence is anticipated, to pre- 
vent the murder, or maltreatment, or intimi- 
dation of the unarmed, weak, and defense- 
less race in the exercise of their right to 
vote. The people of the United States 
bave decreed that the freedmen shall be citi- 
zens of the United States, and have and ex- 
ercise all the political privileges of citizens. 
This act was not done merely that the negro 
should have the political defense resulting 
from the ballot, nor that he should have a 
voice in the choice of rulers, and in the mak- 
ing of the laws; it was done also that the 
country might have a body of freemen, citi- 
zens, clothed with and exercising the politi- 


| cal powers of citizens for the national de- 


fense against those who had but lately been 
arrayed in arms against the nation. The 
freedman was elevated from bondage that he, 
standing ona political equality, might as a 
voter defend and protect his own personal 
liberties, and in so doing defend and maintain 
the liberties of the whole people, and the 
authority and supremacy of the Union 
against all itsenemies. The right of these 
colored people to vote is aright guaranteed 
by the Constitution, and founded upon the 
highest regard for the national safety. These 
men as slaves were a constant menace to the 
peace and stability of the Union; they were 


as property the incentive to rebellion, and a 


national weakness. It cost the nation hosts 
of lives and millions of money to suppress 
the slaveholders’ Rebellion. These negroes 
were then, as part of the American , people 
and defenders and friends of the Union, 
armed with the ballot, and authorized to 
employ it in their own defense. 

These Confederates have a wholesale mo- 
tive in silencing these negro voters. In the 
first place, they gratify their life-long hatred 
of the colored race, and defeat the elevation 
of the colored men to political equality; in 
the next place, they rob the Union of its only 
political friends and defenders in the Rebel 
States; and lastly, the Confederates are 
enabled to grasp and retain possession of the 
State Governments as absolutely as when the 
negroes were slaves, and white men sold 
them as chattels. 

For ten years—ever since these people 
were compelled by force to lay down their 
arms—they have cowardly and brutally pur- 
sued the negro, They have been merciless. 
The weakness, ignorance, and poverty of the 
colored people appealed to the humane feel- 
ings of mankind. Their helplessness ought 
to have disarmed anger, while, on 
the contrary, it has provoked relent- 
less cruelty. Age nor sex has been 
spared. They have punished these people 
for becoming free, and the negro, éxcept as 
a slave, is regarded by them as beyond the 
pale of humanity. This cruelty has been 
confined to no rank in society. The whole 
white population has rejoiced in the mas- 
sacres, and has defended the brutalities that 
The 
immediate object is to drive the negro from 
politics ; to teach them that their participa- 
tion in political matters is but to provoke 
their murder. This intimidation has gone 
so far that even in South Carolina and Mis- 
sissippi, where the negroes are in a large 
majority, they dare not hold a Republican 
meeting, because to do so is to invite the 
attendance of the murderous gangs of 
White-Liners, who are sure to create a dis- 
turbance in which the negroes are subjected 
to all manner of outrages, including assas- 
sination. 

The Government, acting im obedience to 
law, and at the express solicitation of the 
Democratic House of Representatives, has 
ordered that the Federal troops stationed, in 
these White-League States shall afford the 
colored people the protection which pertains 
to them as citizens, and which all citizens 
may justly claim of the Government. The 
presence of these troops has the wholesome 
effect of stopping these murderous proceed- 
ings, because the cowardly brute who 
scourges men, kills children, and shoots 
down unarmed men has a terrible fear of 
the cavalry man in the blue coat.

Now, as these two statements, both sworn 
to by Mr. Tum, are mutually contra- 
dictory and exclusive one of the other, it 
is legitimate to inquire which of them is 
false, and the probabilities are all in favor of 
the theory that Mr. Tos in 1876 swore 
to the truth in regard to the receipt of the 
$20,000 in 1862, and therefore that he 
swore falsely when he, in 1863, made an 
affidavit that his income for thé previous 
year from all sources was only $7,118. There

Col. S. M. Mxzxx, of Mississippi, is a good 
sample of the Democratic politicians of that 
State.

Just then the 
eye of the orator caught sight of the solitary col- 
ored man in the audience, who sat in the gallery, 
and he exclaimed: ‘* Now, that nigger up in the 
gallery with bis hat on, that one stooping down, 
evidently don't like to be called a nigger, but he 
will submit, for I tell you our blood is hot, and we 
are feverish with the determination that the Cau-

Max Narnax, another witness before this 
jury, testified how Mxxx helped secure the 
triumphant victory of local self-government, 
as follows : :

It means that the negro 
shall not be recognized as a citizen at all, but 
that the supremacy of the Caucasian shall be 
maintained as it was in the days of slavery, 
and that the negro, as a citizen of the United 
States, shall have no more political privilege, 
either in voting or holding office, than he 
had as a slave. By the operation of 
Col. Mzzx’s plan of local self-gov- 
ernment, the Republican majorities of 1873 
were wiped out in 1875, and counties that in 
the former year polled a Republican vote of 
three to one were carried in the latter by im- 
mense Democratic majorities. Col. Mxxx s 
plan, which is the general plan all over the 
State, will be used again this fall to carry 
the State for TDI and Hzenpriczs. There 
isa feverish determination that the Cav- 
casian race shall rule the niggers, and if 
threats, intimidation, mob law, and murder 
cannot accomplish it, the plan of staffing the 
ballot-boxes, which Mr. TILDEN and Boss 
Twin inaugurated in 1868, can be relied 
upon.

WHEAT. 
To the Editor of The Tribune. 
| WurcaGo, Sept. 5.—Recent letters in Tus 


1 TRIBUNS regarding the price of wheat ”’ pros- 


are somewhat contradictory. Let us look 
‘at facts as they are. Stocks are reported large 
m Great Britain, but it must be borne in mind 
that the stocks this year are in public ware- 
houses at seaports, and show large. Whereas 
last year the mills throughout the United King- 
dom were well stocked, this year they have been 
working from hand to mouth, and none of them 
hold anything of any account. If the published 
stocks included wheat held in mills, probably 
the difference between this year and last would 
be very trifling. 

A very large proportion of the wheat passing 
the Dardanelles has been, and is, for Conti- 
nental ports, and a large proportion of Amer- 
ican shipments have also gone to Continental 
ports (considerable to Spain alone). The ship- 
ments for the past eight weeks ending Aug. 30 
from New York, Montreal, Boston, Portland, 
Philadelphia, Baltimore, and New Orleans, as 
shown in the New York Produce Hzchange Cir- 
cular, were 5,232,044 bushels, against 10,109,222 
bushels in the correspondin eight weeks in 
1875, or just one-half; and the shipments from 
these ports for the past week were 445,357 
bushels, against 937,129 bushels in the cor- 
responding week last year. It is now an estab- 
lished fact that the United Kingdom crop is 25 
per cent below an average, Germany deficient, 
and France nothing dend away. Then 
the spring-wheat crop in the Northwest 
here is undoubtedly 20 per cent under an aver- 
age. Wheat in store here has been reported by 
many as unsound. Any practical miller can 
state quite the reverse. The old No. 2 is in 
sound — condition, and more profitable 
for — an the new wheat, bushel against 
bushel, an will continue to be so for two or 
more months to come. 

The price of No.2 1 on this day last 
year. was $1.14, agai cents to-day,—a dif- 
ferenceof 174 Pe - per bushel. The question is, 
“ Why is itso?” An unprecedented bad year 
— the trade; the men who in former years 

supported the markets in times of depression 
“failed” or badly crippled”; a want of con- 
fidence by the banks both in the firms who carry 
on the business and the business itself, and a 
general commercial depression. 

No. 2 wheat is as well worth $1.14 to-day as it 
was last year, were it not for those causes. 
Once let opinion change (and it is unquestion- 
ably doing so),—1millers begin to go into stuck, 
—and the Englisn markets, now slowly but 
steadily advancing, will soon creep up 5 shillings 
or more per quarter. Even then wheat will 
far below the av e price. Five shillings per 
quarter looks small, butit is nevertheless 17 
cents curreucy per bushel, and there is no rea- 
son why 279 (with 'chea transportation) 
should not get equal to $1.20 delivered in Chi- 
cago for their No. 2 wheat; it is merely a ques- 
tion of time, and, as matters are now shaping, 
a short time at that. “ EXPERIENCE.”

William Alvin Bartlett Talks to 
His Congregation. 


The Acceptance of That Indianapolis 
Call Still Questionable. 


In lieu of the usual lecture, the Rev. William 
Alvin Bartlet, pastor of Plymouth Congrega- 
tional Church, spoke at the prayer-meeting last 
evening in reference to the call he has received 
from the Second Presbyterian Church of Indian- 
avolis, giving, as he called it, “an account of 
his predicament.” He said a committee of the 
church, egrly in June, set out to bunt up a 
clergyman. They were coming to Chicago to 
hear one “on the other side of the river,“ and 
when getting on the train some one suggested 
that they go to Plymouth Church. Upon their 
arrival, the Committee divided, one part going 
to each church inthe morning and al 
in the evening. From that Sabfth until the 
last, Plymouth Church had not held a meeting, 
he rele at which one of the Committee was 
not present. hteen officers of the I 
olis church had attended the meetings before a 
call was made. All the Sp y-six in 
number, united in a they urgentl 
ressed him to consider A1 He consented. 

en his eh came they desired him a to 
pass a Sabbath in Indianapolis on his wa 
—repeatedly expressed the desire—and 
luetantly consented to do something 
never before done in his life.

It was couched in the most ap- 
propriate and careful phraseology, and it seemed 
to convey a very hearty and warm expression of 
their attachment to him, and it affected him 
more than all the letters he had received from 
anywhere. As a church, minister, and people, 
they ae pee through unexam pled and un-
